Then, too, early in the school year, there was a grand array of 
speeches given by candidates for offices. The victorious were: President, 
Gordon Jones; vice president, Dalores Hitchcock; secretary, Mary Jane 
Samuelson; historian, Kathleen Beck; treasurer, Everett Jones; keeper of 
properties, Kent Young. 


We were unable to have the usual Sophomore reception but it wasn’t 
even missed, for in the latter part of March, our Sophomore Prom made 
up for it. The main event of the evening was a delightful minstrel show. 
The audience was nearly in hysterics from watching Oscar Anderson 
perform. It was followed by dancing and refreshments. 


Thus we carried on until the end of June when we, at least the 
majority of us, found that we had proved successful in becoming Juniors. 


When we returned to school in September, the platoon system was 
still being used and being upper-classmen, we attended during the morn- 
ings only. We were denied the pleasure of intimidating the Sophomores. 
We rather forgot about it for we were having a hard enough time becom- 
ing accustomed to rising early enough to reach school by 8:15. 


Neverthless, after much difficulty, we did get used to it. We were 
not given home rooms as other Juniors had previously been given, but 
we were forced to remain in the study hall as we had in our Sophomore 
year. The boys had the lower study hall and the girls the upper study 
hall. Mr. Williams and Mr. Corwin were in charge that year.

It was presented at the Lin- 
coln Junior High School on March 16th and was repeated at the Wash- 
ington Junior High School March 23rd, for the benefit of the Falconer 
Street School P. T. A. 
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Our Junior-Senior Reception was another success. This was the 
best reception yet to be given by any Junior class. 


The Junior-Senior Charles E. Hall debate was a lively verbal battle 
between the Senior team, consisting of Mulford Nobbs, Seymour Smith, 
Gordon Johnson and William Wade, and the Junior team, represented by 
Everett Jones, Walter Craig, Samuel Lundquist, and Michael Enserro. 
The topic for debate was, Resolved: ‘That the United States Should 
Adopt the Basic Principles of the N. I. R. A.” 


Near the end of the term, we learned that the old High School was 
to come down. We were to be with no school for our Senior year. At 
least, we might say that we have the distinction of being the only Orphan 
class. We returned to the Junior High Schools for the first term and 
then attended school down town at the Industrial Arts Building until 
June. 


Officers were nominated and campaign speeches were heard at a 
special meeting at Washington Junior High School, after which an enter- 
tainment was given. The election showed good choice, very capable 
officers being chosen. They were: President, Arthur Beal; vice president, 
Phyllis Anderson; secretary, Marian Lewis; treasurer, John Fish; keeper 
of properties, Arthur Kettle. On May roth a Senior party was held with 
a good attendance. 


As the time of graduation drew near, we looked forward to many 
things. First of all the Senior Play, “Growing Pains,” with a very good 
cast to make it the artistic and financial success that it was. This was 
held at Lincoln Junior High School on May 29th and at Washington 
Junior High School on May 31st.

Craig, Richard Newbergh, Joseph Hurley, and Terry Joanethis. The 
subject was, Resolved: “That All Car Owners in New York Be Com- 
pelled to Carry Liability Insurance.” 


Of course, the Senior Annual’s success, the Junior-Senior Reception 
the Senior Banquet, the Alumni Banquet, Class Day, Baccalaureate and 
Commencement all are things of which all of us are proud. 


We feel that we have had a glorious record of successful achievement 
and hope that the class of ’36 will equal our record.
